DOCTOR  SANDER  BUYS  ROSEBUD 
MINE 

The  lure  of  gold  tempts  men  to  acts  which  under 
other  circumstances  would  be  considered  very  dar- 
ing, but  which  in  Nevada  are  becoming  common- 
place. Neither  heat  or  cold,  rain  nor  snow,  wind, 
darkness,  or  any  other  of  the  elements  which  go  to 
make  life  upon  the  dessert  both  dangerous  and  un- 
pleasant can  dampen  the  ardor  of  the  man  who  sees 
at  his  journey's  end  that  goal  for  which  almost 
every  person  in  Nevada  is  looking.

At  Lovelock  an  automobile 
was  in  waiting,  but  when  two  miles  out  of  the  town 
the  steering  gear  gave  way  and  it  became  necessary 
to  return  to  his  starting  point  and  secure  a  team. 
With  the  latter  he  reached  Vernon  at  8  o'clock  in 
the  evening  of  the  day  previous  to  which  the  option 
expired. 

It  was  necessary  that  he  should  be  in  Rosebud  at 
9  o'clock  the  next  morning,  in  order  to  close  the 
deal,  and  so,  after  satisfying  the  inner  man  the 
doctor  started  on  horseback,  in  the  darkness  of  the 
night,  over  an  unknown  road,  to  finish  the  last 
thirty-five  miles  of  his  journey.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  say  that  he  arrived  there  on  time  and  accom- 
plished the  purpose  for  which  he  started  out. 


During  all  of  the  trip  the  doctor  carried  a  grip 
in  which  there  snugly  rested  $10,000  in  currency, 
which  was  to  be  used  as  a  first  payment  on  the  mine. 
The  deal  was  concluded  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
concerned  and  the  gentleman  is  now  in  possession  of 
the  controlling  interest  in  what  he  believes  to  be  one 
of  the  best  properties  in  the  State. 

The  Nevada  Rosebud  Mining  company  is  the 
owner  of  four  claims  in  the  heart  of  the  mineral 
belt  of  the  Rosebud  district.
